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A Welcome  To  Cohasset

One  way  to  avoid  the  panic 
and  unsettled  feeling  of  mov- 
ing into  a new  town  and  not 
knowing  a soul  in  the  area  is  to 
join  the  local  Newcomer's 
Club,  which  is  also  known  as 
the  Welcome  Wagon  Club. 
They'll  get  you  acquainted 
soon  enough. 

Althrtugh  winding  down  to 
close  for  the  summer  the 
Scituate-Cohasset  Welcome 
Wagon  hostess  in  the  respec- 
tive towns  will  continue  to 
contact  newcomers  during 
warm  months  when  many 
people  will  make  their  move 
to  the  South  Shore. 

When  the  Welcome  Wagon 
hostess  calls  (she  usually  ac- 
quires newcomers'  phone 
numbers  from  real  estate  a- 
gcncics).  she  welcomes  the 
new  residents  to  the  town  and 
invites  them  to  the  club's  next 
meeting.  Meetings  are  held 
once  a month  and  membership 
is  now  at  147  men  and  women. 

Newly  appointed  club  presi- 
dent Mary  Ann  Devine,  a 
Scituatc  resident  of  two  years, 
said.  "The  club's  major  objec- 
tives arc  to  help  people  new  to 
the  area  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  community  to  pros  idc 
an  atmosphere  of  friendli- 
ness." She  explained  that 
while  the  club  is  primarily  for 
those  who  arc  newcomers, 
the  club's  bylaws  state  that  a 
person  in  any  changing  situa- 
tion such  as  moving  within  a 
community,  becoming  engag- 
ed. or  having  a new  baby, 
would  benefit  from  member- 
ship. 

Though  membership  is  at  a 
high,  the  numbers  are.  of 
course,  changing  all  the  time, 
as  people  may  join  and  then 
drop  membership,  as  they 
become  more  comfortable  in 
the  town.  Mary  Ann  noted 
that  while  there  is  no  limit  to 
the  length  of  time  members 
may  stay  in  the  club,  after 
three  years  they  can't  become 
board  members. 

Members  are  required  to  pay 
dues  and  are  obliged  to  attend 
monthly  meetings.  However, 
interest  groups  within  the  club 
are  really  what  bring  people 
together.  Mary  Ann  said.  The 
interest  groups  arc  held  both 
day  and  night,  for  men  and 
women,  and  usually  meet  once 
a month  so  that  activities  don't 
conflict.  The  groups  include  a 
wide  variety  of  subjects  inclu- 
ding: antiques  and  decorating: 
arts,  crafts  and  needlework; 
bowling;  bridge  groups;  coup- 
les gourmet;  couples  restaur- 
ant adventure;  talic  writing; 
luncheon  adventure;  mahjong; 
and  tennis  groups. 

Mary  Ann  finds  these  groups 
particularly  gratifying  as  a 
way  to  meet  new  people  and  to 
broaden  one's  outlook  on  life 
in  the  community.  She  would 
also  find  it  rewarding,  she 
remarked,  to  steer  the  club 
toward  more  service  oriented 
activities. 

Some  of  the  club's  recent 
programs  have  included  a talk 
on  oriental  rugs,  a flower 
arranging  demonstration,  De- 


cember cocktail  parties,  a 
stenciling  demonstration,  an 
annual  spring  fashion  show, 
and  installation  luncheon. 
The  club  capped  off  the  year 
with  a roundtrip  boat  tour 
June  2 between  Hull  and 
Boston  which  featured  spirits, 
hors  d'oeuvres,  and  a spark- 
ling view  of  the  coastline. 

A September  coffee  will  wel- 
come the  newest  of  the  new- 
comers and  will  be  publicized 
during  the  summer,  along 
with  the  designated  meeting 
place  for  the  upcomming  year. 
Be  sure  to  mark  your  calen- 
dars, especially  if  you  are 
contacted  by  the  Scituate  Wel- 
come Wagon  Hostess  Diane 
Dunbar  or  by  the  Cohasset 
Hostess  Ann  Bush  during  the 
summer  month.
